Trans-Canada Highway Mileage 
Substantially Increased im 53 


OTTAWA (CP) — Construction 
on the 5,000-mile trans-Canada 
highway was speeded up during 
1953, the public works minister an- 
nounced today. 

Contracts authorized for the 
highway’s construction totalled 
$137,825,000 by the end of the year, 
a statement said. ; 

“Nearly every one of the nine 
participating provinces has added 
substantially to the mileage of com- 
pleted, paved highway during the 
past year. = 

“Ontario, Saskatchewan, Alberta, 
British Columbia and Manitoba, in 
that order, have, the longest 
stretches of completed trans-Can- 
ada highway but Prince Edward 
Island, with better than 44 per cent 
of its total proposed mileage com- 
pleted, leads the field in this re- 


Nova Scotia, the latest province 
to sign the trans-Canada highway 
agreement, conduéted surveys last 
year and construction is expected 
to begin early this-year. 

Under the agreement with nine 
provinces—all but Quebec—the fed- 
eral and provincial governments 
share construction costs and the 
federal government, pays half the 


t 


Canada road. 

During 1953, a total of $46,343,500 

in contracts was approved, more 
than $12,000,000 above the 1952 fig- 
ure. 
The statement noted that much 
of the construction work, especially 
in British Columbla, Ontario, New 
Brunswick and Newfoundland, has 
been through more difficult 
stretches of country. 

“It is reasonable to assume that 
the miles of new highway, com- 
pleted, in relation to dollars spent, 
will become greater in the future.” 

A department spokesman said 
that work done to the end of 1953 
is the equivalent of 815 miles of 
paved highway and a further 380 
miles of graded highway.

There is one way & newspaper 
editor learns who reads my col- 
umn. After a scOre of years 
taking me with their coffee or to 
the library they write him only 
when they think I have made a 


mistake. . 

I am beating them to the punch 
this time. In a recent piece of 
mine you saw this deal: 


NORTH 


North was declarer at six dia- 
monds, My story told how the 
trump sult was played. North led 
a small trump to dummy’s south 
king. By this play he discovered 
east started with no diamonds. 

Asa result he was able te 
finesse west out of his four 
trumps,_. he still had two 
top trymps-in the north hand. 
They wéfre over west's trumps all 
the-way. when trump leads came 
from south. 

Letters on the way will say that 
i must have peeked to play the 
trumps in that manner. Because 
rule says: With two tops in one 
hand and one in the other, start 
first with one of the two tops. 

A good rule, but some card 
combines have a better chance 
with safety plays; plays that are 


jsafer than ordinary rule because 


of certain probabilities. As when 
opponents have four trumps. 

- Notice that south’s diamonds 
include the nine and elght spot 
with' one top. trump; whereas 
north has two trump tops. In 
such a group keep the two trump 
tops together for a safety play. 

If the unseen four are split two- 
two or divided three-one you can 
pick them up with straight top 
leads, So, either top first makes 
no difference. But what if all four 
unseen trumps are held by one 
opponent? « 

If east has all four, the south 
lone top will not prevent loss of 
a trick. With! all four in west, two 
tops in‘north can stop loss of a 
trick. How? By taking trick one 
with south’s lone top. Presence of 
a nine ‘prompts this safety play 
with three trump (Ops.

Teachers Urge | 
Higher Standards 
For Profession 


OTTAWA (CP)—Provincial. edu- 
cation departments generally are 
lowering the standards for en- 
trance to teacher-training institu. 
tions, directors of the Canadian 
Teachers’ Federation sald Sunday. 

In a statement following a three- 
day meeting here, the directors 
said they “are gravely concerned 
that provincial departments of edu- 
cation generally haye been lower- 
ing- entrance. standards.” They 
urged that the standards be raised. 

“The CTF holds that to retain 
those teachers we have and to ob- 
tain more for the 1g school 
enrolment, . standards. must be 
raised. For, it'is only through rais- 
ing standards and making teaching 
positions more attractive and 
worthwhile that teachers will re- 
main in their profession and ca- 
pable young people will clamor to 
be admitted, 

“The lowering of entrance re- 
quirements which has been tried 
in several provinces as a tempor- 
ary means of keeping the doors of 


\the classrooms open Has failed to 
jaccomplish its objective and has 


seriously undermined the prestige 
of thousands of well-qualified and 
capable teachers in the country.” 

The statement sald the. only 
teacher training institutions which 
have increased enrolment are 
those which have raised and stif- 
fened their entrance requirements.

Slasher Says, Then Laughs 


MONTREAL (CP) — Montreal’s 
slasher, described by police and 
psychiatrists as. a sex maniac, 
struck again today. 

A 27-year-old unidentified woman 
told police the slasher cut her leg 
with a sharp instrument while she 
was waiting for a street-car in 
downtown Montreal A man 
brushed beside her, she said, and 
then she noticed her leg was, dleed- 
ing. She was taken to hospital for 
treatment. 

Meantime, harrassed police 
checking and rechecking every 
clue said they are convinced that 


jsome of-the 15 slashings reported 


since last Friday were not the 
work of the slasher. Some of the 
less serious cases, they said, could 
be blamed on publicity-seckers or 
on overly-jittery women. 

. The slasher, terror of the city 
for a week, added a new twist to 
his phantom attacks Th 

night by laughing in the face of 
one of his victims. 

The mysterious sadist, if there 
is only one, has ‘given this city 
the jitters with razor attacks on 
women and girls, Thursday night 
the score rose to 13, possibly 14, 
none of whom was Injured sev- 
erely. 

Police have suggested that two 
men may be responsible. Dozens 
have been questioned without suc- 
cess in tracing down the culprit, 
who makes most of his attacks at 
streetcar stops, slashing the legs 
of women-as they board the cars.

He stood’a short time with the 
girl, feigning concern, then threw 
back his head, laughed and ran. 

The girl told police she. believed 


j the man cut her on the escalator 
and then followed her out to the 
street. 

This was the first time the 
slasher had stopped to chat with 
his victim. Usually he fades into 
a crowd, or the darkness, making 
most of his attacks during the 
evening rush hours. 

Earlier Thursday, Marcelle Cus- 
son, 24/ suffered a cyt on her right 
leg a man who first clamped 
his hand over her mouth as she 
walked home from work. He ran 
without.a word. Ten stitches were 
required to close the wound. 

In many cases, the attacks oc- 
curred so quickly and smoothly 
the victims didn’t realize they had 
been cut until they saw_ blood 
flowing. The worst injury required 
21i-stitches.
